EDITORIAL COMMENT 


A Large Contract 
The Conversion of Cannon 


P 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT is undertaking 


a rather large order when he tells the Gro- 


ers' Federation of England that the United States 
will hereafter "guarantee the fitness in all res- 
pects of tinned meats bearing the government 
stamp.'' The Federation was informed by Mr. 
Roosevelt " that if anv trouble arise therewith 
protest can at once be made, not merely to the 
seller of the goods, but to the United States Gov- 
ernment itself.'' The President is obvioush try- 
ing to square himself with the packers. They 
claim that his insistence on the passage by con- 
giess of the meat inspection bill has practically 
ruined their foicign trade. B} \va\ of evening tip 
the score. A i r Roosevelt proposes to constitute 
himself chief -.alesman for the packers. 


Now let us suppoe for the akc of argument 


that, in spite of the fedeial inspection the pack- 
ers slip some had meat into their cans. Suppose 
soint' of this meat is sold to membcis of the Eng- 
lish organization ami b> them retailed to their 
customeis Suppose the customers, the consum- 
ers, are made ill, perhaps killed b\ eating the pro- 
duct A protest is made to the President. What 
is he going to do about it? Will he dip his hand 
into the treasun of the United States and reim- 
bure therefrom the people' \ylio have been injur- 
ed? That is "the usual procedure for a guarantor 
\\hose principal fails to make good. 


Of course Air Roosevelt had no authority to 


schedule the United States as an asset of the 
meat packers He had no light to lend the na- 
tion's credit to them His note to the Englishmen 
is but another example of the Rooseveltian habit 
of speaking or writing \\ithout thinking about 
consequences or caring about consequences. The 
mot he could have rcasonabh done would have 
been the giving of a pledge that a sincere eftort 
mil be made to cnfirce to the letter every pro- 
vision of the meat inspection law. Mr. Roosevelt, 
vise and good and great though he is cannot be 
sure that all the inspectors will be honest men. 
He cannot sa\ that none of them will ever enter 
into a conspiracy with the packers- to defraud the 
home and foreign publics by selling them un- 
sound meat. 


That good results will kow from then ew law 


nobody scnousl\ doubts. It will have the ten- 
dcnc\ to give the public more confidence in tin- 
ned meats, for there is always something com- 
forting in a government inspection stamp, even 
though we remember that it was put there by 
an individual \sho is as open to temptation as 
an\ olhei individual. But it is absurd to say that 
the United States, through the President, can 
guarantee tinned meats merely because they bear 
a government inspection label.—Salt Lake Her- 
ald. 


TVT HEN congress was framing the reclama- 
™ 
tion law and in the years previous, Cannon 


was one of the strongest opponents of the pro- 
posed legislation. He beleived it would deplete 
'the treasury and interfere with other govern- 
nlent work; furthermore, he contended that irri- 
gation of arid lands could be carried on by prn 
vate enterprise under the Carey Act, and there- 


fore saw no necessity for utilizing public land re- 
ceipts in this great work. 


Since that law was written on the statute 


books and been put in operation, Speaker Can- 
non has traveled through the west, has observed 
the vast benefits that arc resulting from it, and 
today he is as staunch a friend of the law as any 
man fiom the arid west. Indeed, Cannon has 
proved himself a better friend of the law than 


many men who helped to frame it. 
, 


In the closing days of the session an effort 


was made to rush through the senate a bill to 
take a part of the reclamation fund for draining 
the dismal swamp, but the bill was refused con- 
sideration, a number of western, senators having 
been aroused to a realization of the danger that 
lurks behind bills of this character, and notice 
was served that no more diversions would be 
made from the reclamation fund for the benefit 
of states that do not contribute to that fund. The 
senators behind the bills providing for the drain- 
age of the dismal swamp, the Florida everglades 
and ^the big swamlps along the Mississippi river 
0,1 the other hand, are determined 
to 
force 


through their respective bills, and it is to be ex- 
pected that they \vill unite at the next session. 


.The west is not strong enough in numbers 


to outvote drainage propositions, and the only 
hope, so far as lihe senate 
is concerned, is in 


arousing adverse sentiment among men from the 
northern and eastern .states. On a fair presenta- 
tion of the case, the men from the west ought to 
be able to win out, but they can only win by, 
standing together, and those who in the recent 
session voted for the bill will have to renounce 
tlieir former vote and declare themselves against 
all legislation that will impair the national recla- 
rnation law. 


, The western men in the house will have to do 


the same thing. It is strange that some of the 
strongest advocates of the bill are men who are 
eternally clamoring for a larger slice of the rec- 
lamation fund for their own states and men who 
would let out the first howl if their states should 
be curtailed on account of the diversion of a mil- 
lion dollars- out of the big fund for the draining 
of North Dakota swamps.
